(I  An  eafy  Method  of  removing  the  tafle  of  Garlick  from  Milk,  |; 
and  ihui  preventing  it  in  Butter, 

AS  the  Dairy  is  found  of  ouch  importance  to  the  agricul- 
tural interefls  of  this  coun  ry,  the  following  is  oHered  to  jjj 
the  pubic  through  ihe  medium  of  your  m: feel  any. 

The  object  of  the  prefent  ellay  is  to   avoid   an   inconveni-  \ 
ence  to  wnich  our  dairy  is  [ubjefled,  and  to  convert  it  into  an  | 
advantage.     The  following  plants  recommenced,  as  a  method 
of  removing   the   garlicky  talle  from    milk,   and   producing 
iVeet,  good  butter  in  place  of  that  which  is  io  generally  con- 
iidered  as  highly  dilagreeable. 

When  the  milk  is  new  from  the  cow,  pour  one  quart  of 
boiling  water  into  every  gallon  of  milk  :  ftir  it  through,  and 
put  the  whole  into  broad  lb  allow  dimes,  fo  that  it  will  not  be 
above  two  inches  deep.  Let  thefe  diihes  be  placed  on  an 
open  fhelf,  that  the  vapour  may  paGs  freely  and  entirely  a- 
way.  When  the  milk  has  ftood  in  this  manner  twelve  hours, 
it  may  be -put  into  the  chum  altogether,  or  only  the  cream, 
as  may  be  moil  agreeable  to  the  tafle  or  practice  of  ihe  ope- 
rator. Milk  from  cows  that  have  paflured  on  garlick,  when 
managed  inthisway,  will  be  quite  iweet. 

The  plan  here  propofed  is  founded  on  analogous  experi- 
ence. 

The  feeding  of  cows  on  turnips  communicates  a  difagreea- 
tye  tafle  to  the  milk  and  butter  ;  but,  in  many  parts  of  Bri- 
tain, they  make  excellent  butter  from  turnip-fed  cows,  by  a 
plan  Hmlar  to  the  oregoing» 

The  bad  tatte- of  the  turnip  conflfls  in  fome  volatile  fob 
fiance  whsch  is  evaporated  by  the  hot  water.  Garlick  is 
much  of  the  fame  nature,  but  probably  more  volatile.  Btf 
!iit.  baked  from  garlicky  flour,  has  no  tafte  of  garlick  :  But 
foft  bread,  or  a  pudding  of  the  fame  flour,  retains  it  ftrongly, 
having  both  experienced  but  an  imperfetf  evaporation.

He  fat  down,  and  the  aiTembly  unanimoufly  agreed,  1 
that  the  reformation  ought  to  begin  in  the  elder  Cats, 
before  it  could  be  expecled  in  the  Kittens*
